COUNTY COUNCILS AND THE ROADS. 


From OUR Own Coraespowpent. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


AL the commencement of the business in 
the Northern House of Commons yesterday, 
the Minister of Finance (Mr. H. M. Pollock), 
presented a bill to give the force of law to 
the consent of the Government of Northern 
Ireland to certain agreements of taxation as 
between Northern Ireland and the Irish Free 
State. 

The bill was read a first time, and the 
second reading was fixed for to-morrow. 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT (ROADS) BILL. 

The House then considered the amendments 
inserted by the Senate in the Local Govern- 
ment (Roads) Bill. 

The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) explained that the Senate had adopted. 
an amendment to place the second-class rbads, 
a: well as the first-class roads, under the 
control of the County Councils, leaving the 
Roral Councils only third-class roads. 

Mr. Crawford and Mr. Donald thought that 
they were going too far in taking the second 
class, as well as the first-class roads, from 
under the jurisdiction of the Rural Councils. 

Mr. Lynn said that if they really wanted 
uniformity, they should also take the third- 
class roads from Rural District Councsls. 
and have all roads under the County Councils. 
Personally, he would rather go over some 
of the second and third-class roads than the 
first-class roads. He thought that this was a 
crude piece of legislation, which was being 
passed havelediy They ought to go into the 
whole road question in a much bigger way 
than they were doing at present. They were i 
only creating irritation in the country, as 
well as holes in the roads. The County 
Councils, in some cases, had not shown muc 
enterprise in maintaining some oi the roads 
KCochoá W under their control. 

Mrs. Chichester supported the proposal that 
both first and second-class roads should be 
under the control of the County Councils. 
She gave instances of cases where the county 
survevors’ estimates were frequently cut down 
by half. with the result that the roads in 
these districts were a disgrace to the com- 
munity. 

The House agreed with the Senate’s amend- 


EDUCATION BILL. 
COMMITTEE STAGE. 


The House then went into. Committee on 
the Education Bill. 

Mrs. McMordie moved an amendment pro- 
viding that in the case of a school, or schools, 
established by direction of the Ministry, the 
grants out of moneys provided by Parliament 
shall continue to be payable by the Ministry 
until the education authority is relieved of its 
liabilities in respect of such school or schools. 

Mr, McKeown, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Education, said that the con- 
sent of the Minister would be required for 
the establishment of a new school, but a 
direction by the Minister of Education for the 
establishment of a new school would only be 
given in the case of an educational authority's 
default. The amendment would give the 
same rights to defaulting authorities ag were 
given in the case of authorities who performed 
their duties efficiently. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. Miller brought forward an amendment 
advocating the holding of advanced classes 
in a central rural school for children over 14 
vears of age who desired instruction in more 
advanced subjects. He said that the educa- 
tional authority’ should be able to take the 
initiative in the matter. 

The ‘Minister. of Education (Lord London- 
derry) agreed, and suggested an alteration in 
the clanse, which would leave the initiative 
with the educational authorities, subject te 
the approval of the Ministry. 

With reference to model schools, Mr. 
McKeown pointed out that the teachers in 
these schools were Irish officers under the 
terms of the Government of Ireland Act, and 
the transfer of model schools to the education 
authorities would be carried out from time 
to time after the new measure was in 
operation. | 

Mr. Lynn suggested that model schools 
should be reteined under the control of the 
Ministry for at least five or ten years, and 
should be operated as real models for other 
central schools. 

The amendment giving the Ministry dis- 
cretion to transfer model schools was passed. 

An amendment was adopted making it clear 
that the teachers’ salaries should continue

In moving the amendment, he said that it 
raised a Jarge question. He had in his hand 
a resolution of the Presbyterian Synod of 
Ballymena and Coleraine, which represented 
100 Protestant churches. They had wunani- 
mously passed a resolution to the effect that 
schools erected on church ground, and which 
they desired to continue under their present 
system of Government, should be allowed in 
lieu of rent such a sum as would enable 
them to keep these schools in repair, without 
making a profit on the schools. 

That touched the whole question of volun- 
tary schools, and also the teaching of 
religious education. They did not 
wish to-have religion divorced from education, 
because in that case education ‘vas like rain 
falling on sand—useless for growth or de- 
velopment. He understood that some arrange- 
ments had been made satisfactory to the 
Churches, that the religious question had been 
settled, and he would hike some assurance on 
that point. (Order, order.) 

The House was endeavouring to pess a 
great measure of reform, and he would ask the 
House not to link it up with a coercion Act. 
lt would be a coercion Act if they introduced 
a clause penalising voluntary schools by deny- 
ing them, for conscience sake, claims which 
they might legitimately make. They should 
have a system of education which would at- 
tract unto itself all these voluntary schools. 
He should like to look at the position from 
@ personal point of view... He was associated 
with two schools—one as patron and manager 
and in the other a member of a committee— 
and in both he was associated with the educa- 
tional authority. In case of dispute there 
was nothing fairer than that. To iorce them 
under the management of an authority which 
might be nominated by persons with whom 
they were not in sympathy was unfair to them 
and was a thing which the House should not 
ask. 

Again, if they built this voluntary school 
and kept it up ior a certain number of years, 
they ought not to be placed in any worse posi- 
tion than a district that never contributed a 
penny for the provision of education. He 
thought that a concession might be made to 
the owners of voluntary echouls by allowing 
them the present position of management and 
giving 50 per cent. of the heating and lighting 
cost, and giving them a rent which would pre- 
clude the question of profit after repairs had 


been met. 
A WIDER QUESTION, 

This raised a much bigger question when 
they came to deal with the Roman 
Catholic Church. The Roman Catholic 
Church had a serious claim to 
make upon them as a broad-minded 
House. They must, by reason of conscience 
—as it was an article of their faith—have 
control of their education. The one thing 
that they wanted in Ulster, and the one 
thing that would be for the welfare and 
prosperity of Ulster, was to avoid religious 
dissension. 

There was no question upon which religious 
dissension was more likely to arise than in 
regard to the control ot voluntary schools. 
The Roman Catholic Church had seven 
hundred schools in the Northern area, and if 
they got into a conflict with them, ‘then it 
would be a bad thing for the House. In 
order to avoid religious conflict they should 
sacrific everything except principle. His 
suggestion would meet those who built certain 
Protestant voluntary school, and enable them 
to keep them going, and it would also meet 
the Roman Catholics in a reasonable spirit, 
and might have some influence in saving the 
strife and hatred which religious controversy 
involved. He thought that it would be a 
wise thing if this concession were granted. 

He spoke, not as a Presbyterian, but as a 
man animated by friendly consideration for 
all Christian churches. He reminded the 
House that when attempts were made to 
drive those in Catholic schools into rebellion 
against the constituted authority, only 350 
per cent, took part in that, and 70 per cent. 

roved themselves loyal, law-abiding people.

matter seriously, to see if they could not, 
without the sacrifice of principle, make the

QUESTION OF ECONOMY. 

Mr. Lynn said that he was befogged by 
the character of Dr. Morrison’s proposal.

BEES FROM _HOLLAND.—Six hives of 
bees from Holland*for a beekeepers’ association 
in County Louth were landed at the North 
Wall esterday. The experiment is interesting 
to those engaged in the beekeeping industry in 
this country, as the bees are reputed to be less 
ageressiye than the Irish breeds and proof 
against the diseases which have adversely 
affected the industry here.

for the support and upkeep of these schools 
was a system he could not defend in public, 
and he regretted exceedingly the attitude 
which the House had taken up on it. They 
could ignore the Presbyterians, as they were 
in a minority, but they could not ignore, but 
must face, this question of the 700 schools 
under Roman Catholic management. i 
If these people did not transfer their 
schools, the Government would have to build 
schools for one-third of the population, and 
aíter they were built they would be faced 
with the impossible situation that the Roman 
Catholic authorities might say that their 
children could not go into the schools. He 
warned the House that it was taking a course 
that, in his opinion, it-would live to regret. 


Mr. Lynn said that he had gathered from 
people who spoke with ri eal of 
thority for the Roman Catholic Church that 
they were not only satisfied, but highly de- 
Jighted that the Government had gone so far 
in the way Ls yr bal ng eal 
of propaga co 
Morrison's speech, and it would be 
that they were trying to penalise 
Catholics for their views. They had done 
nothing that was unfair or unjust, and the 
only criticism he heard from Roman Catholics 
was thet they hed been much ) 
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to the heads of that Church, and they would 
have been better pleased if the line had been 
taken of forcing then to come in. 

Lord Londonderry said that his endeavour 
all through had been to maintain even the 
scales of justice, and he could not help feeling 
that in all the steps that they had taken 
they had accomplished that object. He re- 
gretted that the Roman Catholics in 
Northern Ireland did not take ad- 
vantage of the invitation which 
he had pressed upon them. He felt that it 
was the majority opinion that, in the de- 
liberations of the Lynn Committee, a ‘strict 
impartiality was‘ practised, and that every- 
thing was done to enable an education system 
to be established without doing injustice to 
any particular denomination.

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CLAIM FOR RETURN TO 
DUBLIN. 


SENATE’S DISCUSSION, 
inant Siisdiee 


In the Senate yesterday, Dr. W. B. Yeats 
moved :-—*' That the Seanad ask the Govern- 
ment to press upon the British Government 
the return to Dublin of the pictures men- 
tioned in the un-witnessed codicil to Sir Hugh 
Lane a: will.”’ 

This was an old question, he said. They 
had been agitating íor some years for the 
return of these pictures, and he had some 
reason for saying that the opposition against 
their return was dying away. The justice of 
Dublin’s casé was generally admitted. 

It was a good many years ago since Sir 
Hugh Lane established in Dublin a famous 
gallery of modern pictures. He sold pictures 
merely to buy others, in order to endow 

‘eat galleries. When he had made the 
Dublin Municipal Gallery the home of famous 
pictures was somew diseourteously 
treated by various newspapers and individuals. 
In 1913, under the impulse of that contro- 
versy, he made a will leaving certain pictures, 
known as the French pictures, to the National 
Gallery, London. He left all his property, 
with.the exception of the Freneh pictures, to 
the National Gellery of Ireland. 

THE CODICIL. 

In 1915, when Sir Hugh Lane was going on 
a dangerous journey to America, he made a 
codicil to his will, giving back the pictures 
to Ireland. No document could be more 
formal, except for one omission—it was not 
witnessed. He spoke of his change of mind 
to various people, and his wish that Ireland 
should have his French pictures. Of his in- 
tentions, therefore, there could be no ques- 
tion whatever. His sister had also spoken of 
those intentions. 

A bequest made to a great picture gallery 
was different to a bequest made to an indi 
vidual. The London (Gallery could not expect 
to retain property left to-it by an accident, 
and some of its governors desired the return 
of these pictures. If an Act of Parliament 
were passed the codicil could be legalised. 

It was very important. for Ireland to re- 
cover those pictures, as they were comple- 
mentary to the pictures they had got already. 
It would be hard to estimate the value of 
them, but about twelve years ago they were 
valued at £70,000, and it was probable that 
they would be worth more now. They would 
never find their way into the market again. 
They were in a national collection, and the 
people in London knew that without them 
they could not have a complete collection of 
French art. 

A TECHNICAL POINT. 

Mr. Guinness seconded, and said that Sir 
Hugh Lane wanted to leave these pictures 
lé ‘ireland, but did not have his will wit- 
nessed. That being so, there was no doubt 
but the the National apr ms the legal 
holders. and possessors. of the pictures, and 
could not give them up except by Act of 
Parliament. 

The Government of the Free State should 
ask the Britéssi Government to pass a short 
Act empowering the National Gallery to 
return the pictures. They had a great money 
value, and as they had been left to this 
country the country should not be deprived 
of so valuable a collection. 

The Chairman congratulated Senator 
Yeats on his judicious and pane speech, 
and said that documents before him estab- 
lished an overwhelming case in favour of the 
proposition. They showed that Sir Hugh 
Lane not only intended leaving these pictures 
to the Irish people, but that he believed that 
he had actuaily done so. Through a mistake 
he did not carry out legal requirements, 
so that the National Gallery, London, had no 
option but to retain the pictures, except by 
special legislative relief. 

Consequently, the attitude of those agitat- 
ing@was to get the British Government to in- 
troduce a dian bill to enable the possessors 
of the pictures to do legally what. he was 
sure, they believed themselves. in honour 
bound to do. | 

He was very glad that this metion was 
brought forward, and. he hoped the matter 
would be pursued. 

HOPE OF SUCCESS. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde congratulated Senator 
Yeats on bringing the matter forward, and 
said that there was no need to labour the 
value of the pictures. He had no doubt that 
if repreaentations were made the British Go- 
vernment would bring in a bill. With those 
pictures their gallery in Dublin would be 
really marvellous, and he hoped that the Go- 
vernment would see that a proper building 
was found for the housing of them. 

Colonel Moore said that if Sir Hugh Lane 
nad been shot in France the codicil, he under- 
stood, would be perfectly legal. a special Act 
being passed to legalise a codicil made in such 
circumstances. Sir Hugh Lane was drowned 
coming from America, practically under war 
conditions, and it was much the same thing, 
he thought. 

The motion was passed unanimously, 

IN THE DAIL. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis moved :—‘‘ The Execu- 
tive Council press upon the British Govern- 
ment the return to Dublin of the pictures 
mentioned in the unwitnessed codicil to Sir 
Hugh Lane’s will.” He said that the Senate 
had passed a similar motion that afternoon, 
and he was sure that it would strengthen the 
hands of the Government to have the united 
opinion of both Houses in spproaching the 
British Government in the matter. It was 
clear that it was the wish of the late Sir Hugh 
Lane that the pictures should be brought to 
Dublin. | 

Professor Magennis seconded the motion. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, on behalf of the 
Labour Party, supported the motion. 

Dr. McNeill, Minister for Education, said 
he thought that the motion should not 
be put in its present form. It would create 
a bad precedent—that of giving a direction to 
the Executive in relation to a matter of 
negotiation with another Government. 

he motion was withdrawn on the under- 
standing that it would be again brought for- 
ward in words which would meet with the ap- 
proval of the Ministry.

Mr. de Valera submitted counter-proposals, which included— 
1. The abandonment of the oath as an essential obligation. 
2. The assigning of suitable buildings for the use as barracks and arsenals 
for storing arms under the defence of Republican guards. — 
These points were rejected by the Government, who stated that they 
were not prepared to consider any further communications from Mr. de 
Valera, save a definite acceptance of the conditions they had already put 


forward. 


Mr. de Valera, in his last letter, which was received yesterday, ex- 
pressed his disappointment at the Government’s attitude and conditions, 
which he declared to be impracticable. 

No discussion on the negotiations took place either in the Dail or in 
ihe Senate (where Mr. James Douglas read a personal statement signed 
by himself and the Right Hon. Andrew Jameson), but it is understood 
ihat there will be a debate in the Dail to-day.

Deak Mr. dJamesox.—The Government was 
hopeful from what you reported to us of the 
conversation Mr. Douglas and yourself had with 
Mr. de Valera, that even at this late hour he 
was minded to furn definitely aside from the 
paths of violence and destruction he has trodden 
for so many months, and along which he has 
led those who looked to him for guidance. 
The Government, anxious to facilitate the 
restoration of peace to the country, set down 
in writing, in short and unambiguous terms, the 
fundamental preliminary conditions upon which 
peace must rest. You have brought back to 
us not an acceptance of these conditions. but 
a long and wordy document inviting debate 
where none is possible. . 

Paragraphs 1, 2, and 5 of this document are 
guaranteed by the Constitution, and thetefore 
should have no place in peace conditions. 


We have already informed you we could not 
consider paragraph 4. ) 

Mr. de Valera well knows we are already 
preparing for an early election, and if he 
accepts «the preliminary conditions, we have 
made it clear we would give every possible 
opportunity to all parties to obtain votes. 

We have informed you that we must. insist on 
effective control of all arms, but we would be 
prepared to invite the bishops to act through loca) 
clergy as intermediaries for their collection. 

Once we were satisfied arms had been handed 
over in good faith prisoners who admitted that 
the terms had been accepted on” their behalf 
and that they were bound by them would be 
released. 

The Government has to say now that the 
conditions already specified are conditions from 
which the Government cannot and will not depart. 
Accordingly no further communication with Mr. 
de Valera can be entertained save only a com- 
munication indicating his definite acceptance of 
the terms stated jn writing and handed to you 
for his signature.

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VIVID PEN-PICTURE. 
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THREE BRITISH BISHOPS 
PRESENT, 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From OUR Sprciat Correspondent. 


ROME, Wednesday. 

King George and Queen Mary spent exactly 
& quarter of an hour with the Pope this 
morning. Not another soul was present 
during. the audience, and what the Holy 
Father or what the King said is, of course, a 
profound secret. | 

The three sat on armchairs of precisely 
similar size and pattern, arranged as a 
crescent upon a choice Persian rug, the Pope's 
chair being in the centre and the King’s on 
his right hand. 

It was in the lesser Throne Room, from the 
window of which one looks out upon St. 
Peter’s, that the meeting took place, but the 
Papal Throne had been removed for this 
occasion. 

Having visited the room, and seen the King 
and Queen pass into it to-day, [ can easily 
picture the scene as Pius XI., in white 
cassock and whitg skull cap, a magnificent 
jewelled cross on his chest, and the Papal 

ing upon his finger, touched discreetly upon 
world affairs in the perfect quiet of this tiny 
crimson-walled apartment. , 

Upon a marble console, to his left, a 
crucifix, on his right the sole picture in the 
room—a fine portrait of his immediate 
predecessor, Benedict XV.—in tha iour 
corners white marble busts of the four earlier 
supreme Pontifis who were called Pius. 


QUEEN IN BLACK. 

Into this picture we must bring King 
George, wearing the epauletted dark blue 
uniform of an Admiral of the Fleet, and 
Queen Mary, a wonderfully . dignified and 
gracious figure, but one hardly recognisable 
as that we all know so well in London. 

She was in black from head to foot, and a 
mantilla of exquisite old black lace, kept in 
place by a great diamond brooch above her 
forehead, covered her head, and fell in grace- 
ful tolds over her shouiders. 

So far as I could see, as the procession 
entered the ante-chamber, a rope of pearls 
about her neck was the only other jewellery 
she wore. 

PHOTOGRAPHS EXCHANGED, 

At the close of the conversation the Pope 
asked the King and Queen’s acceptance ol 
souvenirs in tne shape of signed photographs 
of himself in silver frames. 

Each frame bears in bold relief the Papal 
monogram and Papal arms, and the whole is 
enclosed in a white Morucco case, stamped 
severally with Their Majesties’ initials. The 
Pope accepted portraits of the King and 
Queen, 

The journey to the Vatican was not in any 
sense a State affair, but the Romans, by their 
plaudits, gave it the character of a popular 
demonstration. 

Though the cars were the property of the 
Holy See, there was hardly anything to show 
the fact, both colours and special liveries 
having been tactfully dispensed with. 

The Roval party proceeded first in Italian 
cars to the British Legation, the Patri 
Palace, where they were picked up by the 
fleet sent from the Vatican. 

SPLENDOURS OF THE VATICAN. 

Neither in the streets, nor in the Piazza 
before St. Peter’s, was there any uniformed 
guard, apart from the police, but, beyond the 
great bronze gates, which admit from the 
Piazza to the Vatican itself, they found 
themselves in the environment of a 
mediaeval — court. and surrounded by 
ali the well-nigh indescribable splendours of 
an ancient military organisation, which retains 
its arms and aniforms, but not its power. 

My own place of ebservation wes in the 
Ornate Sala, Clementia, a hall built and de- 
corated by Pope Clement VII... in the closing 
years of the 16th century. : 

At a quarter past twelve the Kinz and 
Queen entered this hall by a noble flight of 
shallow marble steps, which leads up from 
the courtyatd of San Danaso. There, they 
already had a glimpse of the operatic magni- 
ficence of the Papal Swiss Guard. 

The personrel of the Vatican is one of the 
wonders of the world. Century after century 
has added its characteristic uniform to a 
sartorial composition, which simply leaves one 
gasping. You might think that the museums 
of the world had been ransacked for precious 
armour, that the modistes of the world had 
been ransacked for gay stuffs, and that then 
the result, not reaching the pinnacle of ambi- 
tion, Clarkson’s had been called in. 

THE SWISS GUARD. 

The King was accompanied by Mr. Theo 
Russell, British Minister to the Holy See, 
and in his suite were Admiral Sir Charles 
Madden, General the Earl of Cavan, who 
commanded the British troops on the 
Italian /front; Sir F. Ponsonby, Sir Charles 
Cust, dnd Colonel Clive Wigram; while those 
attending the Queen were the Countess of 
Minto and Mr. Harry Verney. 

The procession through the Sala Clementia 
and the ante-rooms leading to the Audience 
Chamber was headed by a gigantic officer of 
the Swiss Guard in plumed helmet, steel 
corselet, and slashed crimson velvet knee- 
breeches, a figure outshone in gorgeousness, 
if not in size, by the rank and file of the 
Guard, whose breeches are of orange scarlet 
and wyltramarine, while Elizabethan ruffs 
enclose their throats. 

Cardinals in red Consistoria] robes, advo- 
cates in black velvet, trimmed with silver 
and fine lace; officers of the Noble Guard, 
headed by Prince Aldobrandini in scarlet; 
house servants ih crimson damask; chamber- 
lains—among them four young Englishmen or 
Irishmen—in most elaborate Court suits, con- 
tributed to the spectacle. — 

Imagine Italian sunshine, reflected from the 
courtyard, though not directly admitted to 
the chamber, flooding this scene with a 
diffused glow, so that the very cherubs on the 
vaulted ceiling, which gambol joyously around 
the Heavenly Throne, seem to come to life, 
and you may get some faint idea of what it is 
possible td do in the way of unbridled 

eantry 

P Directiy Their Majesties had passed out of 
the hall into the string of tooms beyond, the 
Halbadier Guard closed behind them with a 
clash of arms, forming an impenetrable 
barrier to the curious. It was at this door, 
which is the entrance to the private apart- 
ments, that the Major Domo of the Vatican 
handed over the party to the Master of the 
Papal Household, and the proceedings assumed 
a more personal character, 


BRITISH BISHOPS PRESENT, 


At 12.20, having passed through the 
greater throne room, where most audiences 
take place, King George and Queen Mary 
entered the Pope's presence. 

Three British Roman Catholic Bishops were 
in attendance—viz., Dr. Bennett, of Aber- 
deen; Dr. McDonald, of New Zegland; and 
Dr. Stanley, of Emmaus; who is a relative of 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin, the British Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

The Rectors of the English and Canadian 
Colleges in Rome were also present, but not 
the Rectors of the Irish College nor any of its 
members, so far as I was able to find. 

S ed on their way by the trumpeters of 
the Pontifical Gendarmerie and by the band 
of the Palatine Guard, playing “God Save 
the ye Their Majesties drove back to the 
Patrizi Palace, after paying a brief official 
call on Cardinal Gasparri, Papal Secretary of 
State. His Eminence at once returned the 
visit, and stayed at the Palace for a dejeuner 
given by Mr. Theodore Russell. 

Most of the Catholic nobility in Rome were 
invited to meet the King at this function. 

After lunch the King and Queen returned 
to the Vatican, and were shown the art 
treasures that crowd this vast Palace Museum.

COMMONS AND BRITISH 
NOTE,

The Note which the British Government has 
sent to the Soviet Government of Russia was 
feferred to in the House of Commons yester- 
day, | : 
The Note recites numerous anti-British acts 
of the Soviet, and puts forward requests 
for :— : 

(1) The cessation of propaganda and hostile 
action in regard to British interests in the 
East, notably India. 

(2) The admission of liability by the Soviet 
Government, and an undertaking to pay com- 
pensation as regards murders of, and outrages 
upon, British subjects and British trawlers. 

(á) The unequivocal withdrawal] of two com- 
munications by an official of the Foreign Com- 
missariat in reply to representations in respect 
of the treatment of condemned prelates. 

Unless within ten days of the receipt of 
the Note the Soviet Government has under- 
taken to comply fully with the requests made, 
the British Government will recognise that 
the Soviet Government does not wish the 
existing relations hetween them to he main- 
tained, and will consider themselves free from 
the obligations of the Trade Agreement, 

IF ACTION IS TAKEN,

Tt is necessary to remember tliat the 
action of the Home Secretary (in the case of 
Mr. Art O’Brien), which led to these proceed- 
ings in habeas corpus, was taken in difficult 
and very special circumstances. According to 
his affidavit he. had information that there 


was a conspiracy among supporters of the 
Republican movement in Ireland to commit 
acts of violence in England. It was his plain 
duty to prevent and repress such crimes. 
He took an extraordinary course, which un- 
questionably had the effect desired by every 
law-abiding citizen, but has now been held 
to be unwarrantable. The Senior Law Officer 
of the Crown admitted that some of those 
who were deported might have been tried 
for treason here, but Mr. Bridgeman, acting. 
no doubt, on legal advice, which was endorsed 
even by distinguished lawyers among his poli- 
tical opponents at the time, sent them to the 
Irish Free State under what Lord Justice Atkin 
described as a bargain unenforceable in Jaw. 
The Free State Government, in fact, was 
pledged to do no more than intern the 
prisoners indefinitely—that is to say, merely 
to intern persons who, according to the 
Attorney-General, an adviser of the Home 
Secretary, might have been indicted fer 
treason m this country. 

It is hardly necessary to say that no one 
outside a small group of fanatics and dreamers 
can have the smallest sympathy with Mr. 
O’Brien after reading his affidavit, which 
contains an admission that he represented in 
London a rebel organisation. That, how- 
ever. has nothing to do with the legal aspect 
of the case, and it would be startling, indeed, 
if the courts were to hold that the Executive 
might defeat the statutes and, indeed, the 
common law by shipping persons under arrest 
to a place where the English writ of 
/Labeaa corpus could not run. The confusion 
of thought among the legal advisers of the 
Government is inexplicable—except: on the 
supposition that the end would justify the 
means, as, perhaps. it has, from a political 
paint of view. The existence of two in- 
dependent Executives, the one in England, 
the other in the Free State, appears to have 
received no recognition beyond an oral under. 
standing that each shonid evade the 
Flabeas Corpus Acts by obliging the other. 
The order for internment itself was faulty in 
its terms, even assuming that the regulation 
under which it was made was sound in law 
or not. Orders in Council were made while 
the case was being argued, and those, in the 
opinion of one of the judges, at all events, 
were either unnecessary. | 

An attempt was made to oust the jurisdic- 
tion of the courts by providing for ap- 
peals to an Advisory Committee, which ap- 
parently sits in private. But the 
Haheas Corpue Act of 1679 is still on the 
Statute Book “for the better securing the 
liberty of the subject, and for the prevention 
of: imprisonment beyond the seas.” It 
ferocious in its penalties, and reflects the re- 
sult of a-great constitutional struggle. Thus 
the Home Secretary finds himself called upon 
to make a good and sufficient return to the 
writ which has been issued against him 
under pain of ftortfeitures, djsabilities and 
fines. If he was advised that the Irish Free 
State Constitution Act (1922) had abrogated 
the Restoration of Order in Ireland Act of 
1920, then it must be inferred that he 
the risk of stamping out a conspiracy in {ull 
contemplation of the legal consequences, and 
in the hope that Parliament would see that 
he did not sufier for an illegal act which they 
may rightly consider has assisted in the sup- 
pression of a movement to subvert all Govern- 
ment in this couptry and in the Irish Free 
State. 

Mr. Bridgeman was placed in a difficult 
position when he received the information on 
which he acted. If he had dealt. as he 
might have dealt, with the suspected persons 
here, he would have hindered the operations 
of the Free State Government for the restora- 
tion of order in Treland. He would instantly 
have aroused the time-worn cry that England 
is ever bent upon the oppression of Irishmen.

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THE EFFECT ON BRITISH TRADE. 

The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—In view of the terms of the Govern- 
ment’s Note to Moscow, the early departure 
of the Soviet Trade Delegation is regarded 
by Members of Parliament as inevitable.

JUDGE’S COMMENT IN A 
BELFAST ACTION, 


-“ : 


Within an hout after judgment had been 
delivered in the Ward “‘mixed marriage ” 
case, in the King’s. Bench, Belfast, yesterday, 
Mr. IT. J. Campbell, K.C., stated to the Court 
that the three children concerned in the 
action had been removed from their place of 
residence in a motor car. 

The Lord Chief Justice Do you mean’ to 
say they were taken away for a drive, or 
taken away! : 

Mr. Campbell We believe they were taken 
away for the purpose of defeating the order 
of the Court. I ask leave to issue subpenas 
to have two members of the family in at- 
tendance on Friday morning. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Your assumption 
is that these children have been removed out- 
side the jurisdiction of the Court? 

Mr. Campbell—Such are my instructioss. 

His Lordship—You may be entirely wrong. 
This may be only a mare’s nest altogether. 
If on Friday the children are not here, and 
the order of the Court. is not obeyed, it will 
be time enough to make your application then 
for the attendance of the members of the 
family. 

Mr. Canypbeil, replying to the judge, said 
that the three children had been taken away 
in a motor car. 

His Lordship—There can be no objection in 
Laking away the eldest child. I suggest, if 
you: think there is any’ question of urgency, 
to repeat your application to-morrow morning 
and have an affidavit in Court. I do not 
think there is sufficient certainty at present. 

The case was an application by Bridget 
Ward, of Bangor, for a writ of habeas corpus 
to be directed ainst Alexander and 
Margaret Laverty, Allworthy avenue, Belfast, 
to deliver up threw children of Mathew J.

During the lifetime of Matthew Ward, the 
father, the children were brought up Roman 
Catholics. But ‘the mother and the three 
children, after the father’s death, went to 
live with Alexander Laverty, the children’s 
maternal grandfather, who made himself 
responsible for their support. From then there 
was no trace of the children having attended 
at a Roman Catholic Church or school; and 
it was proved that Mrs. Ward had died a 
Presbyterian. 

The father’s will, which left £2,000 to be 
divided amongst the children, directed that 
bur should be brought up in the “atholic 
aith. 

His lordship, having dealt with the further 
history of the case, said that with regard to 
the child Mary they had to consider not only 
the father's wishes, but the benefit of the 
child herself. He did not, think it would be 


to the benefit of the child to hand her over | 


to her paternal relatives. In the case of the 
two younger children, who could have no 
fixed religious ideas, at their tender age, 
different considerations applied.

The Temperance Reform Bill will be in- 
troduced in the Northern House of Commons 
by the Prime Minister to-morrow. It is 
anticipated that the new measure will provide 
for the abolition of spirit groceries, with com- 
pensation; the withdrawal of bona fide 
travellers’ regulations in their present form, 
and complete Sunday closing. It is under- 
stood that a novel arrangement will be intro- 
duced for the compensation of the spirit 
grocers whose licences ate to be withdrawn. 
The remaining spirit licente-holders, either 
by increased duty or by some other means, 
may be compelled to provide the necessary 
compensation, on the assumption that the 
removal of competition will enhance the value 
of their ‘licences. 

With regard to the bona fide travellers, 
arrangements will be made to enable those 
having meals in hotels and restaurants to 
consume liquor with their meals.

DUBLIN RECORDER. 

At the Dublin City Sessions yesterday, be 
fore the Recorder, John Kenny, a horse 
dealer, of Raheny, was indicted for having 
sent a forged telegram, in the name of 


Christopher Roche, alse a horse dealer, of 
Haddington road, Dublin, to Major Delphi, 
of the Bélgian Government’s Horse Commis- 
sion, Brussels, with intent to defraud.

In the early part of the 
921, Roche, according to the instructions, re- 
ceived from the major, was collecting a 
troop of horses, and he ex that the 
major would come over to Dublin and inspect 
them. However, the major did not come 
until April, when he said he had received 
a telegram on March 5, telling him not to 
come to Dublin. 

According to the evidence in the case, 
Kenny came to the General Post Office, 
Dublin, on March 5, 1921, and caused that 
telegram to be sent. That was done out of 
rivalry and disappointment, and it had the 
effect of putting Roche to very heavy financial

QUESTION OF FREE STATE 


REPRESENTATIONS 


The ae took the chair at 3.15 o'clock. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis (County Dublin) asked 
the President if any communications had passed 
between the Executive Council, or persons 
with the knowledge'or authority of the Execu- 
tive Council, and the Northern Government 
in regard to the 520 Nationalist internees 
who were arrested on or since May, 1922. 
Further, if the Government contemplated 
making any representation to the Northern 
Government, whose Advisory Committee had 
beeh recommending releases, contingent upon 
the men concerned crossing the border. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that the answer to the 
first part of the question was in the negative. 
With regard to the second part of the ques- 
tion, the matter had been and was still under 
consideration, and if the deputy had the 
interests of the internees at heart he was pre- 
pared to consider any definite proposal he 
might wish to put forward. 


FISCAL SYSTEM. 


Professor Whelehan (Assistant Minister for 
Industry and Commerce), replying to Dr. 
white (Waterford), said that a Commission 
to investigate the fiscal system, as mentioned 
by him at the second reading of the Unem- 
Ó way Bill, was under consideration, but 
e was not, in a position to state when it 
would begin its work. There would be no 
avoidable delay, but the preliminaries of such 
an tmportant mqtiry needed due ‘deliberation, 
and it would not be desirable to ind the 
Committee in a matter of procedure before it 
was set up. Those who wished to propose 
changes in the existing fiscal system could 
prepare details of their proposals.

ARREST OF VICE-GUARDIAN. 


Mr. Hennessy asked the Minister for De- 
fence whether he would state the reasons for 
the arrest and detention of the Vice-Guardian 
recently appointed by the Cork Board of 
Guardians, and if he would ‘nstruct the 
Officer Commanding at Cork to consult with 
the chairman and members 9f the Board on 
the question of this arrest. 

The Minister for Defence said that ‘t was 
presumed that the question referred to Mr. 
Denis Morgan, who was arrested eariy last 
month. Mr. Morgan was suspected of being 
concerned in the armed resistance (to troops 
when landing at Passage in August iat, and 
of being concerned in sniping ettacks since 
then. His case was under ‘iquiry, and all 
sources of information would be utilised. 

The question of the peace negotiations 
(reported fully on another page) was then 
raised. 

MEMBERS’ ALLOW ANCES. 
FREE OF TAX, 

Mr. Cosgrave moved the second reading 
of the Payment of Members Bill. He said 
that it. was based on a clause in the Con- 
stitution. and that it was an agreed measure. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy suggested that season 
tickets should be supplied to members of the 
Oireachtas who wished to travel on the rail- 
ways. They were at present receiving 
youchers for travelling first class to and 
from their homes. He also suggested that 
members should be supplied with the Oficial 
Gazette, and that members’ letters be 
franked free through the post. It was also

CANALS AND RAILWAYS. 


Mr. Davin said that he opposed the bill, 
because the powers given under Clause 3 of it 
constituted a hindrance to the development of 


the trade and commerce of the country, and, 


therefore, affected the question of unemploy- 
ment. He contended at if those powers 
were extended to 3lst December unemploy- 
ment would be increased. The prop in- 
quiry would not touch the canals, and would 
not have power to deal with and revise the 
rates charged by the Canal Companies. 

High railway rates and charges were 
authorised at a time when the cost of labour 
and materials was higher than at present. 
Railway companies and canal companies had 
always contended that any reduction in wages 
and the cost of materials would at once be 
followed by a decrease in rates and fares. 
That had not been the case, so far as the Free 
State area was concerned. 

An average reduction of £1 a week in the 
wages of their employés had been effected by 
the railway companies, and something less 
than that in the case of the canal’ companies. 
He wanted to know on what unds, there- 
fore, the continuance of the increased rates 
was. justified from the companies’ particular 
point of view. 

He had reason to believe that there was a 
“move on ” to place the traders of the Free 
State at a disadvantage, so far as the carrying 
rates were concerned. The railway rates in 
Ireland were 150 per cent. above the pre-war 
figure, the English rates 75 per cent. above it, 
and for certain agricultural produce over the 
Northern border the increased rates stood at 
100 per cent. 

He contended that the influence of the Free 
State—under its present or any successive ad- 
ministration—in the world counsels would de- 
pend upon its influence in keeping its position 
in world markets, and not upon the senti- 
mental influence of its citizens in another 
country. i i 

It seemed to be the policy of the canal 
companies and railway companies, especially 
since the Treaty was signed, to cut down, as 


far as possible, all running expenses, and 


maintain, and, if possible, increase, dividends, 
and add whatever they could to the reserve 
fund ef their companies. That was in antici- 
pation of some declaration of policy on the 
part of the Government in regard to the 
transport services of this country. He con- 
tended therefore that a postponement of a 
declaration of the Government’s policy on the 
subject hindered, instead of helped, the trade 
and commerce of the Free State, and he con- 
tended that the Government should declare 
its policy at the earliest possible moment 

He also contended that while there was 
nobody in existence to revise the rates now in 
operation there was no chance of these com- 
panies doing anything to reduce them. He 
urged the Government to consider the forma- 
tion of a tribunal to jake the place of the 
Rates Tribunal which existed previous to the 
Treaty being signed, to deal with the 
grievances of traders and others who thought 
that ig were being unfairly treated by rail- 
way and canal companies. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Professor Whelehan said that with regard 
to the point raised by Deputy Hennessy, the 
undertaking given at the last discussion of 
the bill was that the rates and stages of the 
oe Tramway Company should be investi- 
E . “hó 

With regard to the Cork Tramway Com- 
pany, the Mnistry had power, on representa- 
tion being made in the ordinary way, 
to have a case for the increase or reduction 
of charges investigated if the bill became law. 
If it did not become law the Ministry would 
not have that power. 

Deputy Davin, in his objection to the bill, 
wea gg: Professor Whelehan, had dealt 
argely with railway companies, with which 
the bill did not deal at all. The Ministry 
awaited the report of the Canal Commission, 
and if a case were put up by the Commission 
the Ministry would certainly act on it if the 
bill were passed. ‘The bill gave the Ministry 
power to increase the rates if it found that 
there was a case for increasing them, and it 
also gave power to reduce them if they found 
that the rates should be reduced. 

Mr. Johnson said that the case for the 
continuance of increased charges had not. yet 
been made. 

Professor Whelehan said that if there were 
no increased charges there would be no case 
for setting up an inquiry to reduce charges. 
It was obvious that, taking the cost of labour 
and other costs incidental to the working of 
the various means of transpert referred to in 
the bill, there was a case for increased 
charges. If a case was made for investiga- 
tion an investigation would be held. i

RIGA, Wednesday. 
Patriarch Tikhon’s life is saved. The price 
has been the surrender of the Russian Church 

to Bolshevism. 

When eventually they try the unfrocked 
Patriarch of Russia, the man whose position 
is equivalent to that of the Pope of Rome, 
the Revolutionary ‘Tribunal, in accordance 
with the criminal code, will find Tikhon 
guilty of counter-revolutionary activities, and 
sentence him to death. Immediately the all- 
Russian Executive Committee will issue a 
reptieve, and Tikhon will go into exile or to 
a monastery life. 

This is the inside story of the dea! arranged 
between the Soviet authorities and the Russian 
Ghurch. All Russia knows it is one of the 
most gigantic swindles perpetrated. The 
swindle is part and parcel of the present meet- 
ing of the Russian Ecclesiastical Council— 
the Church Congress—at which the Red clergy 
whitewashed the Bolshevik Government. 

By the deal between the Church and the 
Bolsheviks, the Church capitulated. But it 
got terms which, in the estimation of the men 
now controlling the Church, are better than 
the previous ones. 

The Soviet leaders played upon the split 
between the Tikhonites and the Reformists, 
also upon the personal feuds and enmities, 
which had been smouldering for years. For 
mopths the Soviet authofities, the Cheka 
agents, who SA ae gp the churches, and the 
Red clergy wor together, part of the 
work being the election of favourable repre- 
sentatives of the Church Congress. Thien, in 
order to make the sale look real, they called 
upon Vedyensky to lead the movement at the 
Congress. | 

Vedyensky was the boy wonder of Petro- 
grad in the time of the Tsar—a handsome 
priest, whom women adored, whoss church 
was the most fashionable meeting place cf 
royalty, nobility, and wealth. But Vedyen- 
sky, despite his close association with Tsarism, 
was a parlour Socialist. He loved to shock 
everyone with his radical] views. 

To-day Vedyensky is the magic orator of 
Russia, a land where oratory rules. He holds 
other orators spellbound. He is one of the 
world’s greatest tragie actors on a lost stage 
His discourses are memorable. He spills his 
heart, his soul, to his hearers, who believe his 
faith and honesty. 

By the deal the Russian Government gave 
up little and won much. It did not need to 
ive up pros 5 because the Communist 

arty was conducting anti-religious cam- 
paigns; the Chekists were terrorising Church 
Services, waiting for the priest to say one 
word warranting arrest, and the various 
agencies were succeeding in eplitting the 
Orthodox Church into impotent parts. The 
Soviets gave Tikhon his life, after that life 
had been made harmless.

NEW CANADIAN MEASURE, 


OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

The Dominion House of Commons has 
assed the second reading of the Anti-Com- 
| bines Bill by a majority of 117, this being 
the largest majority obtained during the 
session. 

The measure received the support of the 
Agrarian Party, but. the Opposition con- 
tended that the Act would not provide the 
remedy that was sought, and that an ex- 
pectant public were doomed to another dis- 
illusionment. 

The Premier, in closing the debate, de- 
clared that the purpose of the Act was to 
prevent the formation only of those combines 
which were detrimental to the public interest, 
and that this would be accomplished by an 
investigation provided for in the measure, 
and by the resultant publicity which such in- 
vestigation would cause.—(Reuter.)

Many of the men that were now being asked 
to attest had been working al] these months, 
and no danger had resulted from their going 
in and out; but no explanation had been 
made in regard to this new policy It was 
necessary that some public explanation should 
be given regarding this substitution of military 
labour for civilian labour. 

He wanted also to call the attention of the 
House to the fact that it had been notified of 
the rates of pay that were to be given to 
various classes in the Army, but, without any 
further reference to the House or consultation 
with the men, reductions had been insisted on. 
To refuse to work under the new conditions 
was mutiny and liable to penalties that fall to 
mutineers. These things required explanation, 
and after explanation a good deal of discus- 
sion. 


ABSURD EXACGERATION. 


The Minister for Defence said that what 
Deputy Lyons had said was on a par with 
some newspaper notices that had appeared. A 
paragraph about. a new Army—then they had 
material following which said nothing about 
any Army order, because there was no such 
Army order. 

When the British military left Fermoy, 
Dublin, and other places very many people were 
thrown out of employment, and very many 
people lost much of the custom that the British 
military concentrated in those rticular 
towns. In Athlone Barracks the weekly wages 
bill of the employés was approximately £180 
a week for the upkeep of the barracks. 

At present some of the barracks, the 
Minister explained, were maintained by the 
Board of Works and more of them by the 
Army itself. Maintenance work on a large 
scale was given to outside contractors. At 
the taking-over of Athlone Barracks from the 
British military they had the nucleus of 
their own Engineers Corps there, and there 
was no reason why £180 a week should be 
spent on maintenance work which might be 
carried out more readily and more con- 
veniently by that force. 

It had been a matter of necessity from 
the point of view of organisation and of 
economy to dispense with the civilian labour 
in Athlone Barracks. There had been very 
great consideration for the men who would 
be displaced, and they were offered attesta- 
tion as the alternative to unemployment. 
That would likely have meant that the more 
elderly of the men would have been left in 
Athlone, and the others also, if they could 
have been usefully employed there. 

It was absurd to talk of imposing con- 
scription, or of throwing people out into the 
streets, to let them and their children die. 
“That,’’ said the Minister for Defence, ‘‘ is 
exeggeration that does not lead us any- 
where.” : 

Another way in which civilians become un- 
employed, he continued, was when the Army 
itook over the maintenance of barracks from 
the Board of Works. In those cases the 
Board of Works employés naturally become 
unemployed. 

The 
tion of whether they should retain civilian 
labour in the barracks for maintenance work 
that their own works’ companies were quite 
capable of handling. 

“The Dail may be assured that we are 
shaping ourselves towards efficiency, economy 
and businesslike control, and that in carry- 
ing out that policy we are not going to 
create serious unemployment among any 
small grovp of people, or do anything so 
sinister as enforcing conscription on the 
working class of Ireland.

SOME HINTS TO SINGERS. 

Dr. Terry, in his review of the day’s work, 
said that he was very much impressed with 
the potentialities of nearly everyone of the 
seventy singers he had heard. No one was 
really bad. One thing that especially struck 
him was the undeveloped state at which many 
of the singers had arrived. The best testi- 
monial he could pay to all of them_was to 
express the wish that had been in his mind 
several times during the day—that he had 
them under his charge for only three weeks. 
They would have to go through any amount 
of very hard grind, but from the survivors 
he would i an one of the finest choirs 
that a musician could wish to hear. (Ap- 
plause). 

The amount .~ crode and raw tone on in- 
dividual notes would have been depressing 
if it had not been counterbalanced by so 
much real feeling and musical temperament. 
He then took up each of the songs that had 
been set, and showed how they should be 
sung. Dealing with the second song, he 
said that the last thing a folk song ought 
to be was sophisticated. In simplicity of 
expression and lilt lay its charm. He had 
heard Patti sing ‘‘ Home, Sweet Home ” with 
that voice of hers, which was, perhaps, the 
most marvellously perfect vocal. organ of any 
in the world. Each note was a perfect 
gem, but it was not ““ Home, Sweet Home. 

He finished up most unusually by bringing 
on to the platform as many of the competitors 
as were available, and getting them to sing 
the “ Dreary Steppe’’ as a choral item. Con- 
ducting this novel choir himself, he pointed 
out the errors of interpretation, until he 
finally got the choir to sing the song as he 
himself read it.

He went on to give en- 
couragement to young singers by sketching 
the musical life of Elwes, who, starting with 
a little voice, by work and perseverance made 
his name as a singer known throughout the 
world. The motto for all singers was that 
inscribed on the Gervase Elwes Cup, “ With 
his whole heart he sang songs, and loved 
Him who made them.” - At this Feis Dr. 
Terry said that he had found the artistic soul, 
the artistic temperament—all that was wanted 
was determination on the part of the singers 
to conquer those faults which were remediable 
by hard work. 

The competition in the Abbey Lecture Hall, 
while interesting, was not keen. There were 
only two entries for the children’s choirs. The 
choir from the girls’ school, Christ Church, 
Leeson Park, was placed first. It was con- 
ducted by Miss Mary E. Farquharson. The 
second was the Loreto National School Choir, 
Leeson lane (Miss Mary Hennessy conductor).

AMERICA’S DRY LAW.

REASONABLE REOUIREMENTS 
—A REPRISAL. 


Feom OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

After questions in the House of Commons 
to-day, Colonel Courthope asked leave under 
the ten minutes’ rule to introduce a bill to 
ben that all vessels carrying passengers in 

ritish waters should be compelled to carry a 
sufficient quantity of spirituous liquors for the 
reasonable requirements of those on board. 

There was some laughter with regard to the 
phrase “ reasonable requirements,’’ as opinions, 
no doubt, differed on this point; but the hon. 
member was more concerned with taking 
action to meet the latest move of the United 
States Government in regard to prohibition. 

America’s domestic legislation was, he said, 
no concern of ours, but when they sought to 
extend the area of that legislation to the hizh 
seas we were justified in asserting our own 
rights. 

Commander Kenworthy said that if this bill 
was really taken seriously in America it would 
be considered as an act of unfriendly retalia- 
tion, 
a piece of ‘‘ girlish legislation,” but the House 
by 184 to 125 gave Tare for the bill to be 
introduced, and it was duly read a first, time. 

There followed an uninspiring debate on the 
recommendations of the International Labour 
Conference held at Geneva in 1921 and 1922. 
A resolution approving the policy of the 
Government respecting the contentions and 
recommendations was moved by the Minister 
of Laboar. 

Sir Montague Barlow, in some detail, ex- 
plained why the Government had accepted 
some of the recommendations and rejected 
others. This attitude was by no means agree- 
able to Mr. Clynes, who said that the Govern- 
ment’s policy simply harmonised with existing 
conditions and made no attempt to bring about 
a higher standard of living for the workers. 

The resolution was approved upon a divi- 
sion by 235 to 176, and then, at a quarter 
past eight, Mr. Burford, the farmer repre- 
sentative of the Wells Division, called atten- 
tion to the need for the re-adjustment of 
rating burdens, and moved a motion calling 
upon the Exchequer to bear its fair share of 
the cost of national and semi-national services.

In the House of Lords, Lord Birkenhead 
interrogated the Government on the subject of 
the air strength oí the country, and the 
Marquis of Salisbury, in reply, announced 
that the Cabinet had come to the conclusion 
that a considerable increase in the Air Force 
was called for, and Parliament would in due 
course be asked to make good the present un- 
doubted deficiency. 

Lord Eustace Percy, in reply, pointed out 
that the Government were pledged to a re- 
form of the rating system, which must precede 
proposals of the kind suggested for the relief 
of necessitous areas in town or agricultural 
districts. He could not at the present mo- 
ment give any pledge as to the manner in 
which, or the extent to which, the needs of 
these areas would be met. 

The motion was agreed to without a divi- 
siOk.

PROSECUTION OF A 
CLERGYMAN. 


JURY FAILS TO AGREE, 


At the Dublin City Sessions, before ihe 
Recorder of Dublin, yesterday, 

The Rev. Edward Ryan, C.C., Carryallen, 
Drumshambo, Co. Leitrim, was indicted for 
having on February 13, 1923, unlawtully 


abandoned and exposed a child called Rose - 


Brown, she being under two years—namely, 
two weeks—old. - i 

Kate Brown was indicted for that being 
over 16 years of age, and having the custody, 
charge and care of the child, Rose Brown, she 
did abandon and expose the child in a manner 
likely to cause injury to its health, 

The Rev. Edward Ryan was further 
charged with aiding and abetting, counselling, 
and procuring Kate Brown to commit a mis- 
demeanour mentioned in the second count. 

Mr, Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. 

Mr. F. H. Sherry 
Molony) defended the Rev. Edward Ryan 

Kate Brown was not present in Court. 

Mr, Carrigan said that the accused was 
charged with what was summarily known as 
the abandonment of an infant. The facts in 
the case were perfectly clear. On the twelfth 
of February last, between 7 and 8 p.m., in 
company with a young woman—a servant 
girl—the prisoner excited the surprise, as 
well as the curiosity, of people in the neigh 
beurhood of Rutland square, by being seen 
passing along with this woman. He was 
carying a brown paper parcel, anJ she was 
carrying the infant. Some women in the 
locality were very much astonished, and 
acting, counsel supposed, on instinct, they 
followed the man and woman from street to 
street, and in the neighbourhood of: At, 
Mary's Church (Black Church), near Broad- 
stone, the girl laid down the infant on a 
door-step, and she and the defendant -hur- 
ried way.
